They have 
been perplexed by lack of any sound 
case against the Education Bill. Now, 
when it is forced to run in double 
harness with the partition scheme, 
few Nationalists will have the courage to 
say a word in its favour, Political passion 
will supply the place of sorely needed 
argument. Moreover, the Government 
hardly could have chosen a better method 
of exposing its confused and reckless atti- 
tude towards the Irish problem. Educa- 
tion will be an Irish service under the pro- 
jected measure of Home Rule.

Nobody will 
dispute that obvious fact, but few will 
agree with Mr. Hinds that it is a sound 
argument for the creation of a new depart- 
ment of State.

The weather 
of the past year was exceptionally favourable 
for tramway traffic, and as that condition wae 
not one which could be counted upon to recur 
they ,had thought that a bonus as distinguished 
from a dividend increase wae the best way to 
enable the shareholders to in the 
prosperity of what might prove™to have been 
an i year. From the beginning of 
the year up to June the coal ehortage was very 
acute, and it was only on June l6th they 
were able to restore to some extent the ser- 
vices that had been shut down in the 
previous year. They were nearly up to normal 
now, but the coal supply still caused consider- 
able anxiety. No alteration in the fares was 
made during the year, although an advance of 
Se. all round was granted to the men in April, 
and on lei August the eight-hour day was 
brought into operation on the tramway system. 
This necessitated an increase in the number of 
men employed by 200 in the traffic department. 
THE ADVANCE IN WAGES. 

The advance in wages over pre-war rates 
stood in 1917 at 6s. 6d., and it now stood at 
28s., and the men were asking for a further 
increase of 6s., bringing the advance over pre- 
war rate to Ms. They had offered the men an 
additiona! 4s., which was the exact cash amount 
recently awarded by arbitration to the tramway 
workers in Great Britain, or alternatively to 
leave the matter to arbitration. Their car 
building would be greatly taxed for deferred 
renewals, though the existing stock was main- 
tained in efficient order notwithstanding the 
heavy tax made upon it. On the whole they 
might congratulate themselves on the condition 
of their track, because it would bear favourable 
comparison with other tramways in the United 
Kingdom. 

RENEWAL OF RAILS. 

In 1916 the renewal of the rails in Drumcondra 
used up a great deal of their pre-war stock, and 
it was not until March, 1919, they considered 
it safe, in view of the difficulty of getting new 
rails, to start laying the balance of the stock in 
hands. These they put into the Monkstown 
road when it became possible to replenish their 
stock. In May, 1919, they got the first consign- 
ment since the war began of 109 tons of rails 
from England; in October they got a further 
XX tonsa from the same source, and in Decem- 
ber they got 520 tons from America. They had 
a further 400 tons rolled in England, but these

1jd. in the last pre-war normal 
year, Throughout the United Kingdom the ne- 
cessity to intrease the fates had been felt, and 
up to October last 16 important tramway un- 
dertakings had been granted - powers to in- 
crease their fares, yet their penny fares within 
the city, fixed so far back as 1897, when labour 
and cost of materials were about one-fourth of 
the present cost, remained unchanged. Except 
for the gteat increase in the number of 
people using the trama, they would, at penny 
rates, have fared badly, indeed.

The Committee's report deals exhaustively 
and searchingly with every aspect of the Irish 
fishing industry as affecting the objects of the 
inquiry, and expresses the opinion that petting 
for coarse fish can be conducted as a per 
manent industry in the larger lakés and in 
some parts of certain rivers without detriment, 
and indeed with benefit to more valuable 
fisheries, provided always that the Fishery 
Authority haa the power of determining to 
whom any privileges of netting outside the 
ordinary law shall be accorded. It is neither 
necessary nor desirable, the Report states, that 
power should exist to authorise any invasion of 
private rights of fishing. On the contrary, 
means should be found to enmance the difficulty 
of trading in sa t, :
